Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-17 and 32 provides for the use of a digital communication, but, since 
the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claims 1-17 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an 
improper definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process 
claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 
1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd, v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131 , 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 
1966). 

5. Claims 18-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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a) Regarding claims18 and 19, the recitation: "at least two second units that can be 
connected to one data output (ASD) for serial digital data" is unclear and confusing of 
how the two units in connection with one data output. 

b) Regarding claims 18,19, 20, 28 and 29, phrase: "can be" is indefinite and a broad 
term. 

6. Claims 18 and 19, recites the limitation "first digital processing unit (DSP1)" and 
"the first unit (DSP1, DSP1'). There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 

7. Regarding claim 21 , the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it 
is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

8. Regarding claim 21 , the phrase "like especially" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Objections 

9. Claims 4-17 and 20-32 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
recitation: "characterized" should be changed to -comprised--. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

11. Claims 1, 2, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Piatt (5.226,086). 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 18 and 19, Piatt discloses a digitally communicating 
system, including: a first digital processing unit (42 in Fig. 3), which has at least one 
input for serial digital data, at least two second units (48 and 50 in Fig. 3) that can be 
connected to one data output for serial digital data whereby the input of the first unit is 
connected over a common data line (as shown in Fig. 3) to the outputs of the second 
units connected, and the first unit (42) is connected by means of a common permission 
line to the second units connected, whereby the first unit produces a binary permission 
signal on this permission line, and the second units connected controlled by the 
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permission signal, time-staggered for writing data on the common data line are 
controlled and released, whereby the units are connected by means of a common clock 
line (inherent in CPU of block 42), characterized by the fact that a coding unit is 
provided on the first unit to superimpose data signals on the permission signal on the 
permission line and by the fact that a decoding unit is connected to the input of the 
permission line on each second unit connected, in order to decode data signals 
superimposed on the permission signal in addition to data write permission (Col 12, L4- 
26; Fig. 5).
